SUBJECT ; Khrushchev's Visit to Rumania in 1959 


1. During his visit to Rumania in 1959 /prohahly a reference to the 
visit in late October 1959^^ Soviet Premier N.S. Khrushchev and 
his entourage spent five days at a palace (formerly the property 
of a Baron Teleki) in a village about 30 minutes by car from Arad. 
Khrushchev arrived in Bucharest by air, idiere he changed planes 
and flew on to the peQ.ace. At the end of his visit, he returned to 
Bucharest and spent a few hours there before flying back to Moscow.

chev's stay, and the following participated in the meetings:
